An international selection of Cleveland premieres and two more screenings of 
the summer’s most popular movie

The fall film season at the Cleveland Museum of Art opens with a month of Cleveland 
premieres that span the globe. Sam Miller’s Among Giants (September 1 and 5) is a tale of 
British “cowboys” (actually, roaming rock climbers who scale and paint England’s electrical 
towers) written by Simon Beaufoy, author of The Full Monty. Ali Nassar’s The Milky Way 
(the 8th and 12th) is a rare Arabic-language Israeli film that looks at Arab-Israeli relations in 
a small village in Galilee in 1964. No (the 22nd and 26th) is a French-Canadian comedy, set 
in 1970, with one foot planted in Japan (where a Quebecois actress performs at the Osaka 
World’s Fair) and the other in Quebec (where the Canadian government has declared martial 
law to suppress secessionists). Paola di Florio’s Speaking in Strings (the 15th and 19th) and 
Bruno Monsaingeon’s Richter, the Master (the 29th) are acclaimed new dpcumentaries on 
two musicians: violinist Nadja Salemo-Sonnenberg and pianist Sviatoslav Richter. Film 
program coordinator John Ewing sums up the series: “We’re very pleased to offer such a 
terrific menu of new films. I’m proud that the museum stands behind quality film as it sup- 
ports any fine art, allowing Cleveland audiences to enjoy wonderful movies that will never 
screen in commercial theaters.” 

September also finds the museum repeating a popular summer film from which many 
were turned away. Hiroshi Teshigahara’s Antonio Gaudi (September 3 and 4) offers a daz- 
zling overview of the fabulous work of the great Catalan architect who lived from 1 852 to 
1926. Admission to each film is $6, $4 CMA members.
